ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  cost  of  the  Athletic  Department  Option  has  been  raised  from  $156  to  $250  for  1995.  Casual  use 
of  the  Athletic  Department  will  attract  a  $12  charge  per  visit  from  1  January  1995,  a  rise  from  $9. 

Each  member  electing  to  take  the  Athletic  Department  Option,  which  entitles  the  member  to  unlimited 
use  of  the  facilities,  will  have  assigned  to  him  a  permanent  locker  upon  completion  of  the  new 
changing  room.  There  will  be  1,000  such  lockers.  In  addition,  those  electing  to  take  up  the  Option 
will  enjoy  a  subsidised  laundry  service.

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ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT  EXPANSION  & 
IMPROVEMENTS 


At  a  Special  General  Meeting 
on  16  November  members 
overwhelmingly  approved  the 
Committee’s  recommendation 
to  expand  and  improve  the 
Athletic  Department. 

This  was  the  culmination  of 
extensive  discussions  since  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  in  May. 
Last  years  members'  survey,  the 
results  of  which  were  distributed  at 
the  Annual  General  Meeting,  had 
called  for  such  improvements.  A 
$540,000  construction  contract  has 
now  been  signed  with  Max  Cooper 
&  Sons. 

The  July  newsletter  referred  to  the 
Committee  working  on  a  Master 
Plan  for  the  Club  of  which  an 
essential  element  would  be  the 
extension  of  the  changing  facilities 
and  of  the  Athletic  Department 
itself.  Research  also  showed  that 
there  was  demand  for  expansion  of 
the  gymnasium  and  that  the  squash 
and  handball  courts  were 
underutilized.  Draft  plans  were 
displayed  at  that  time  and  members 
were  invited  to  discuss  the  draft 
plans  with  the  Athletic  Department 
Task  Force,  the  Secretary/Manager 


or  indeed  any  committee  member. 
A  "members  forum"  took  place  on 
13  July. 

By  August  many  members  had 
submitted  their  views;  some  even 
drew  plans  for  consideration.  Final 
plans  were  displayed  in  the  Athletic 
Department  from  September. 

The  construction  program  has  now 
been  placed  on  the  Athletic 
Department’s  noticeboard. 
Inconvenience  to  members  will  be 
kept  at  a  minimum  because  the  new 
changing  room  will  be  constructed 
prior  to  the  removal  of  the  existing 
changing  area.  The  new  changing 
room  is  expected  to  be  ready  by 
February  and  final  completion  is 
scheduled  by  the  end  of  March. 


There  are  now  715  members  who 
have  elected  to  take  up  the  Athletic 
Department  Option  by  which  a 
member  enjoys  unlimited  use  of  the 
department's  facilities.  This  is  46% 
of  ordinary  membership. 
Participation  in  the  Athletic 
Department  seems  to  be  increasing: 
of  the  15  new  members  elected  in 
October,  13  took  up  the  Athletic 
Department  Option. 


Reception  is  now  located  much 
closer  to  the  main  entry  doors  so  as 
to  visually  greet  members  on 
arrival.  Members  will  be  asked  to 
produce  their  membership  cards  to 
obtain  a  temporary  locker.  This 
will  assist  the  Club  in  recording 
member  visits  and  improve  general 
security. 


Access  to  the  Gymnasium,  Changing 
Room  and  mezzanine  will  all  be 
conveniently  located  directly  off 
Reception  through  framed 
entrances.  Reception  will  become  a 
focal  area  maintaining  an  efficient 
flow  of  people.  The  use  of  low 
voltage  lighting,  timber  veneers  and 
granite  will  create  a  'club' 
atmosphere.

The  new  Changing  Room  will  be 
approximately  three  times  the  size 
of  the  existing  area.  It  will  have 
1000  personal  lockers  capable  of 
accommodating  a  toiletry  bag;  in 
future,  all  members  who  elect  the 
Athletic  Department  Option  will  be 
assigned  a  personal  locker  and  will 
enjoy  a  subsidised  laundry  service. 


The  changing  room  will  have  150 
full  length  hanging  lockers  capable 
of  accommodating  each  member's 
clothes  and  shoes;  members  will  be 
expected  to  use  these  temporary 
lockers  on  all  occasions,  thereby 
"cleaning  up"  the  new  changing 
room.

Members  will  walk  past  the  trophy 
display  cabinet  and  mezzanine 
staircase  to  enter  the  Gymnasium. 
A  glass  partition  provides  a 
passageway  which  will  lead  to  the 
pool  area.  The  combined  squash 
and  handball  court  will  have  a  full 
length  rear  glass  wall. 


The  Gymnasium  will  double  in  size 
and  include  a  mezzanine  level  from 
which  the  combined  handball  and 
squash  court  can  be  viewed;  it  has 
been  necessary  to  combine  the 
handball  court  with  the  squash  court 
in  order  to  provide  space  for  the 
new  facilities.
